Stephen Ham - Pianist 
Biography 


Born in Toronto in 1973, Stephen Ham was nearly fourteen years of age when he first 
commenced beginner piano lessons. Within two years he passed the Toronto Royal 
Conservatory of Music's Grade 8 and 9 piano exams with top honours while concurrently 
performing Grade 10 level pieces. At this time, he began studies at the Royal Conservatory of 
Music under the tutelage of Professor Marietta Orlov. In 1990, after only three years of studying 
music, he won the Toronto Kiwanis Music Festival's piano finals with Alban Berg's challenging 
Sonata Op. 1. 


Many performances followed this victory including his debut solo recital and appearances 
at the Royal Conservatory of Music Concert Hall, St. Lawrence Hall and Massey Hall in 
Toronto. In 1993, he was the Grand Winner, ex-aequo with the pianist Lisa Godwin, of the 
Canadian Music Competitions - International Stepping Stone with the mature and demanding 
Johannes Brahms’ D minor piano concerto. The internationally acclaimed pianist Marc-André 
Hamelin, one of the adjudicators wrote: "Your performance yielded many strikingly beautiful 
moments". 


Stephen Ham is presently studying in the Performance Diploma Program at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music. He will be performing in several engagements for the 1994-5 season.

Period,” "The Fortepiano,"” and "The Controversy on Authentic Performances." 


Sharon Burlacoff 


After earning an Honors Bachelor of Music degree in 1988 from the University 
of Western Ontario, Sharon moved to New York City to study privately with 
Edith Oppens and a year later began a Master of Fine Arts degree in Piano 
Performance at the State University of New York. While completing this 
program she began pursuing her interest in cighteenth-century keyboard 
Studies. She spent the following year as a visiting student at Cornel] 
University studying fortepiano with Malcolm Bilson and Participating in the 
Mozart Festival. Ms. Burlacoff is presently a graduate student in Musicology at 
the University of Toronto and plans to pursue research in the area of late- 
cighteenth century instrumental music. She is also active playing eighteenth 
and early-nineteenth century chamber music on authentic instruments,

Programme Notes 


Gahu Trad. West African 
Gahu is a traditional drum and dance recreational piece of the Ewe people of Ghana. Like much African music, Gahu is 
cyclical in structure, and each musician, for the most part, repeats a specific pattern for the duration of the piece. 
Improvisation is limited mostly to the master drummer’s patterned variations whose purpose is to serve as musical “cues” for 
dancers. Since Gahu in its traditional context is essentially accompaniment music for dance, performing the music in a 
concert setting without dancers continues to raise a few eyebrows among purists. Nevertheless, the challenging musical 
experience Gahu offers percussionists arguably remains the same: to play one’s pattern repeatedly while simultaneously 
keeping a keen ear on the polyrhythmic happenings of the ensemble as a whole. 


Zoom (1994) Thomas Brett 
Zoom was written in Jan./Feb. ‘94 and is scored for two marimbas and one vibraphone. The piece is simply an effort to 
create a full or spreading sound, while using a minimum number of instruments; hence, repetitive and interlocking patterns 
are played by the marimbas and the sustain pedal is used by the vibraphone. Incidentally, Zoom takes its title from a 1970's 
children’s television program of which I have only the faintest of memories. 


Excursions for the Man in the Mountain Anthony Craig Hall 
Legends of old speak of the Man in the Mountain as a great and powerful spirit that was permanently set in stone in the face 
of a mountain to protect buried treasure on a small island off the west coast of Newfoundland. One day, this man falls into a 
deep sleep and dreams of mystical tales of adventure and heroism. At first, he is challenged by the theft of the treasure he is 
supposed to protect and from there, he embarks on a fantastic journey to far away lands in search of the soul brave enough to 
steal his treasure. After conquering the thief in a great battle, the Man in the Mountain returns to the homeland as the 
brilliant victor. Excursions for the Man in the Mountain was a world premiere at Sound Symposium 7 in St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, and was broadcast on CBC’s “Two New Hours” in July, 1994. 


RONDINO for Percussion Quartet (1958) Terry Hulick 
Percussion ensembles began to appear in North American music schools during the early 1950’s. One of the first was at 
Ithaca College in Ithaca, New York, where Terry Hulick studied with composer and percussionist Warren Benson. Rondino 
was written for the common percussion instruments available at that time -- tambourine, tom-toms, bass drum, snaredrum, 
wood block, cymbals, etc. -- instruments traditionally used in bands and orchestras and only later augmented by an awareness 
of other cultures’ instruments. Rondino, as well as most compositions from this period, simulates melody on non-pitched 
instruments by employing the high to low sounds of temple blocks and tom-toms. It is one of the most intelligently 
constructed, charming, and musically demanding works from the infancy of percussion ensembles. 


THREE ? for three percussionists (1991) John Cage 
John Cage died in September 1992. THREE 2 is one ina series of his last compositions -- “Two, Two 2, Two 3”, “Four, Four 
2", “Five, Five 2”, etc. -- composed for percussion -- a group of instruments which interested him during his entire creative 
life. THREE 2, and the others, show Cage’s lengthy involvement with techniques for removing himself from the traditional 
role of composer. Only the title, duration, number of instruments and general dynamics are indicated. Otherwise, the 
musicians determine the style, sound and content. 

“Time brackets, all but one with flexible beginnings and endings, for three numbered but not specified instruments. Dynamics 
are free for short sounds, on the soft side for long ones.” - John Cage 


Carousel Dave Samuels 
In the late 1970's, jazz artists David Friedman and Dave Samuels formed a keyboard Percussion duet “Double Image”. Over 


the last decade Double Image has released several recordings featuring virtuosic marimba/vibraphone duets; indeed, with eight 
mallets between them, Friedman and Samuels are an effective alternative to contemporary jazz. Carousel is one of their 
earliest works to synthesize jazz harmonies and improvization with popular music idioms, and is reminiscent of the music one 
hears at the circus. 


Pulse : Henry Cowell 
Born in 1897 in Menlo Park, California, Henry Cowell was a composer and teacher whose students include John Cage and 


Lou Harrison. Cowell is known for his exploration of sounds and textures using tone clusters and piano interior. Pulse, for six 
percussionists, was composed in 1939 for John Cage’s newly formed percussion ensemble. The ‘pulse’ is a rapid 7/8 in 
which a variety of sounds and textures are produced using the following instruments in groups of three: Chinese temple 
blocks, wood blocks, Chinese tom toms, drums, Chinese temple gongs, rice bowls, cymbals, gongs, pipes, and brake drums.

Through his extensive tours, numerous best-selling RCA Victor Red Seal and RCA Victor recordings and 
videos, and frequent television appearances, he has reached vast and diverse audiences worldwide, creating enthu- 
siastic new fans for classical music. Mr. Galway's varied repertoire ranges from Bach and Vivaldi to 20th century 
music, jazz and the traditional Irish folk melodies which are his signature. In addition, he has broadened the flute 
literature through his many commissions of works by contemporary composers. 

Mr. Galway has circled the globe many times, keeping his artistry fresh with a mixture of recitals, concerto 
appearances, chamber music, and masterclasses. He is making two major tours of North America during the 1994- 
95 season. He performs the New York premiere of a flute concerto by Lowell Liebermann with James Levine and 
the Metropolitan Opera Orchestra at Carnegie Hall. Mr. Galway appears with orchestras in Dallas, Toronto and 
New Jersey, among other cities, performing flute concertos by William Bolcom and works by John Corigliano, 
Faure, Debussy and Doppler. He is also performing a recital with pianist José Feghali in Dallas. 

European highlights this season include a pair of concerts at Kensington Palace in London, followed by a 
series of performances in Sweden with the Camerata Roman and performances of Flute concertos by Jindrich Feld 
and Mercadante with the Tonhalle Orchestra in Switzerland. He will conclude the 1994-95 season in Paris. 

An exclusive RCA Victor Red Seal artist, James Galway has won numerous awards for his recordings, 
including a Grand Prix du Disque, Record of the Year Awards form both Cash Box and Billboard magazines, a 
platinum record and several gold records. Recordings released this past season include Mozart's Concerto for Flute 
and Harp with Marisa Tilson Thomas. Mr. Galway's new releases during the 1994-95 season will include a 
recording of two concertos by Dansi: Concerto No. 2 for Flute and Orchestra and Concertante for Flute, Clarinet 
and Orchestra, with clarinetist Sabine Meyer and the Wurttemburg Chamber Orchestra. He will also be featured 
in an RCA Victor Red Seal recording entitled "Impressions," which includes Ravel's Introduction and Allegro and 
other works by Ravel and Debussy. A recording of Bach Sonatas with keyboardist Phillip Moll and viola da gamba 
player Sarah Cunningham is set for release in January 1995. : 

James Galway was born in Belfast, Northern Ireland and began to pursue a musical career at the age of 12. 
He studied at both the Royal College of Music and the Guildhall School in London, the Paris Conservatoire, and 
privately with Marcel Moyse in Vermont. He began his career with a series of orchestral positions and later 
decided to establish a solo career. In 1979, he was awarded the Order of the British Empire by Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth II for his musical contribution to society. 

Mr. Galway continues to enrich the repertoire of his instrument and is the author/editor of several books.

PROGRAM NOTES 


The Bassoonists 


All five of tonight's bassoonists teach at the Faculty of Music. With the exception 
of Michael McCraw, they constitute the recently formed bassoon quartet, The 
Caliban Quartet, also known at less serious times as The Bassoonatics. As the 
latter, they will appear next in’a CBC recital at the Glenn Gould Studio on 
January 12 at 12:00 noon with special guest, bassoonist and jazz pianist Bill 
Douglas, winner of the 1994 SOCAN Award as classical composer of the year. 


Michael Sweeney was named principal bassoonist of the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra in 1989 after having played two seasons with the South Dakota 
Symphony. Originally from Southern California, he received a Master of Music 
degree from the State University of New York at Stony Brook. As a chamber 
musician, he has been heard on the TSO's Evening Overtures series and as a 
guest of the Amici ensemble. In 1992 he was asked to perform the Bassoon 
Sonata of Glenn Gould at the international conference marking the 60th 
anniversary of Gould's birth. 


Nadina Mackie Jackson was, for eleven years, the second bassoonist in 
Charles Dutoit's Montreal Symphony Orchestra. A native of British Columbia, 
she studied at the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia. She has also held 
the post of principal bassoon with the Canadian Opera Company Orchestra 
and has taught on the faculties of McGill University, the Scotia Festival, and the 
Festival of Domaine Forget. Her recent interest in historical bassoons has led to 
authentic instrument performances with Cleveland's Apollo's Fire and 
Christopher Hogwood's Handel & Haydn Society of Boston. 


Kathleen McLean, a native of Saskatoon, is currently associate principal 
bassoonist of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra. She has formerly been a 
member of the Victoria Symphony, the Canadian Opera Company Orchestra, 
and was acting principal bassoonist in the TSO for the 1988-89 season. As a 
busy chamber musician, she is a frequent guest artist at the Vancouver 
Chamber Music Festival and is a member of two Toronto-based chamber 
groups: Trio d'Anche and, of course, The Caliban Quartet. She is a graduate of 
the Curtis Institute of Music. 


Michael McCraw is the principal bassoon of the Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra. 
He began his career in New York City as a member of the Orpheus Chamber 
Orchestra and a founding member of the baroque ensemble Concert Royal. 
Based in Cologne during the 1980's, he performed with many of Europe's 
leading early music ensembles including musica antiqua kéiIn, Amsterdam 
Baroque Orchestra, London Baroque, Concentus Musicus Wien, and Camerata 


KOln. He has made a number of solo and chamber recordings for Deutsche 
Grammophon, AB Bis, Sony Classical, and EMI. 


Fraser Jackson joined the Toronto Symphony as contrabassoonist in 1990. 
Previously, he was the second bassoon in the Thunder Bay Symphony and 
Orchestre symphonique de Québec. A native of Ottawa, he obtained his music 
degrees from the Eastman School of Music in Rochester, New York, and the 
University of Southern California in Los Angeles. He is a member of a number 
Of new music groups in the area and teaches in the summer with his wife 
Nadina at the Domaine Forget in Quebec. 


Assisting Artists 


Pianist Stephen Clarke is a recent graduate of the Faculty of Music where he 
Studied composition with Lothar Klein and Walter Buczynski. A specialist in 
contemporary repertoire for the piano, he has performed with a number of new 
music groups including the Composers' Orchestra, Continuum, and the 
Canadian Chamber Ensemble. 


Charlotte Nediger is a member of the Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra. She was 
trained at the University of Western Ontario and at the Royal Conservatory in 
The Hague. 


Mark Fewer is a recent product of the Faculty of Music where he studied violin 
with David Zafer. He is a busy freelance musician in Toronto when he is not 
pursuing studies with José Luis Garcia in London, England. 


Violist Christopher Redfield has been a member of the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra since 1989. Originally from Eugene, Oregon, he is a graduate of the 
University of Southern California and the Cleveland Institute of Music. 


Thomas Wiebe joined the cello section of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra in 
1993. A native of Winnepeg, he has studied at the Eastman, Juilliard, and Yale 
Schools of Music. 


_ Ihe Compositions 


Alain Bernaud graduated from the Conservatoire National Supérieur de 
Musique in Paris where his teachers included Joseph Benvenuti and Tony 
Aubin. Winner of the Grand Prix de Rome in 1958, he went on to take up his 
current position as Professor at the C.N.S.M. in 1963. Many of his compositions 
are for wind instruments and, like Hallucinations, many were written as test 
pieces for Conservatoire concours. 


Czech composer Zdenek Sestak studied composition with Hlobil and Krejci at 
the Prague Conservatory just after the Second World War. His other works 
include four symphonies, two woodwind quintets, several songs, and a number 
of works for solo winds. The Five Virtuoso Inventions were written as a test 


piece for the 1966 Prague Bassoon Competition. The unusual tempo marking 
for the fourth invention, adiratamente, translates as "angrily". 


Ray Luedeke's music is widely commissioned and performed throughout 
Canada and the U.S.. A native of New York City, he attended the Eastman 
School of Music, Northwestern University, and the Vienna Academy of Music, 
studying with George Crumb and Alan Stout. He has lived in Toronto since 
1981 when he took up his position as associate principal clarinet with the TSO. 

He writes: "Fancies and Interludes VII is the seventh in a series of duos | 
have written over the last fifteen years. The first, for instance, is for tuba and 
piano, and the fourth is for bass clarinet and percussion. In each of these | have 
tried to explore the personalities of instruments as if they were people. With that 
in mind | saw the bassoon as a rather intimate, soulful individual as compared 
to the piano which tends to be flashier and sometimes overbearing. This can be 
heard in the sometimes very different kinds of music assigned to the instruments 
in Fancy 1. In Fancy 3 the piano, for the most part, assumes an accompanying 
role though occasionally the instruments seem to be playing in different rooms. 
Be intent in Fancy 5 was to write music which puts the instruments on an equal 
ooting." 


Giovanni Antonio Bertoli composed his Prima Sonata "for his own use", 
probably to be played on the two-keyed dulcian, a predecessor of the bassoon. 
The work is one of a collection of solo works published in 1645, the earliest 
such collection known. Bertoli's only other surviving work is a collection of 
psalm settings. 


Walter Buczynski has taught composition and theory at the University of 
Toronto since 1969. A native of Toronto, he studied composition with Godfrey 
Ridout and later with Darius Milhaud and Nadia Boulanger. Also an 
accomplished concert pianist, he has performed as soloist with the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra and, in 1960, was the first Canadian to compete in 
Warsaw's Chopin Piano Competition. 

Cameo I! is the last in a series of works Buczynski has written for solo 
instruments and string trio. Cameo !was commissioned by the CBC in 1981 for 
flutist Robert Aitken and was followed by the E/ora Quartet (with piano, 1982), 
the Gemini Quartet (with oboe, 1986), April Calendar (with french horn, 1990), 
and the Aries Quartet (with clarinet, 1992). Cameo // is written in one continuous 
movement which divides quite clearly into four sections. The first is cantabile, 
the second features a plaintive, sliding motif in the bassoon over chordal 
accompaniment in the strings. The third section is rhythmic and spirited, and 
slowly dovetails into the fourth section which recalls the lyric and arabesque 
material of the opening. 


Peter Lutek is a Toronto-based bassoonist, saxophonist, composer and 
improvisator. AS a bassoonist, he attended the Faculty of Music before 
becoming the principal bassoon in Symphony Nova Scotia. In 1981 he won first 
prize in the CBC Talent Competition. As a composer, he is entirely self-taught. 
His output includes tape and experimental pieces as well as more mainstream 


Jazz and commercial music. He has recently begun working again with 
electronic music in a MIDI setting. 
His quartet for bassoons was written at the request of Christopher Weait, 
former co-principal bassoon of the TSO, and was given its Toronto premiere in 
February, 1989. About the work, Mr. Lutek writes that it "found its beginning in 
the observation of a single leaf falling through the air. It struck me, through that 
one beautiful leaf, that individual elements might be more important to me than 
an overall panorama. Thus From a Leaf in Falling is a collection of fourteen 
short musical poems, all based on the Japanese haiku form. These poems may 
be played in any order and with any repetitions or deletions desired by the 
performers. The overall form of the work therefore becomes variable and invites 


the performers to stress the individuality of the components more than the 
Structure of the whole."

Programme Notes 


Noodrem (1992) Bob Becker 


Noodrem was, for no particular reason, the first word that I learned in the Dutch language (the second word was snert). | 
enjoyed the sound of the word both in its correct Dutch pronunciation (noat’ rem) and its usual, at least by me, American 
mispronunciation (new’ drum). Although | selected this word as a title after the piece was finished, its basic definition -- 
“emergency brake”, as well as several interesting English anagrams, did seem to bear some relationship to the music. 

Noodrem was commissioned through the Canada Council by the Dutch ensemble Slagwerkgroep den Haag, and was 
completed in December, 1992. It is dedicated to all the members of this ensemble, past and present, with respect and 
affection. 


Suite for Percussion (1940). Lou Harrison 


Born in 1917 in Portland, Oregon, Lou Harrison was a student of Henry Cowell and Arnold Schoenberg. His search for new 
sound sources has led him to organize his own percussion ensembles, and compose music scored for instruments considered 
unorthodox during the 1940’s: brake drums, tin cans, and wash tubs. In addition, Harrison has studied Japanese and 
Korean music and has composed for the Indonesian gamelan. 

In regards to his Suite for Percussion, Harrison states that his command of composition scored purely for percussion “was 
sufficient that | was making introspective personal expressions in the medium.” The suite, for five percussionist, expresses a 
restlessness that presaged a country-wide trip that he was about to embark upon at the time. 


Second Construction (1940) ; John Cage 


Born in 1912 in Los Angeles, John Cage studied piano in Los Angeles and Paris, and studied composition with Adolph Weiss, 
Arnold Shoenberg and Henry Cowell. In 1938-39 he was employed as a dance accompanist at the Cornish School in Seattle 
where he formed a percussion group. He developed Cowell’s piano technique of using tone clusters and playing directly on 
the piano strings, leading to his invention of the “prepared piano” which uses various objects inserted between the strings of 
the piano in order to change the timbre of individual notes. As well, he developed the idea of indeterminate music, and 
employed the ‘I Ching’ in his compositional process. Cage was also an avid chess player and mycologist (mushroom expert) 
as well as being a prolific writer. Cage died in his New York apartment, which he shared with Merce Cunningham, in 1992. 
Second Construction, for four percussionists, is one of three ‘Constructions’ composed between 1939 and 1941. These 
compositions rely on the repetition of small rhythmic patterns which mirror the larger formal structure of the piece, creating 
unity on both the micro and macro level. 


Splash ! (1994) Thomas Brett 


Splash! was composed between May and August 1994, and is scored for four marimbas and two vibraphones. I wrote the 
piece out of my interest in musics in which rhythm and harmony, rather than melody per se, predominate. A “drummer’s” 
sensibility? Perhaps. Nevertheless, the harmonic texture of Splash! is largely determined by repeating and interlocking 
rhythmic patterns, while “melody” emerges almost incidentally. This compositional style is not shaped by any particular 
musical aesthetic (although there is a strong rhythmic influence of some non-Western cyclical musics, particularly West 
African drumming), but rather by the nature of percussion instruments themselves. Generally speaking, these instruments 
produce sounds of short duration, making repetition necessary if one wishes to create the impression of sustained sound. The 
“drummer’s” sensibility then, is not only an inclination towards a certain kind of music; it also represents one of the many 
ways percussionists overcome the nature of instruments which speak to us in short tones: boom, whaap, chick .. . or, 
splash, for that matter.

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TERCENTENARY OF THE DEATH OF HENRY PURCELL 


From 1660, when Charles II returned to London and reopened the public theatres, which had been closed 
since the outbreak of the Civil War in 1642, until his death in 1695, Henry Purcell was the central figure in a 
Golden Age of English music making. In this “Restoration” period, the influence of the French court was felt. 
(Charles had been In exile at Versailles). Much of the “rude’ and “uncouth” language of the old plays was now 
replaced or polished, elaborate scenery and scenic effects were introduced and music and dance played a 
more important dramatic role. Indeed the music was often irrelevant to the action but was used to comment 
or to Increase the dramatic tensions of the play.

Music of the Baroque era, and especially that of the 17th century, bespeaks a special, delicate language, where | 
gesture and elegance, refinement and poise are central to the interpretation. This is even the case in the 
choreographed masque-like dances featuring “anti-masque” characters such as devils, sailors, peasants or 
animals, and in the “act music” played before the play got under way and during it’s intervals. The University | 
of Toronto Baroque Orchestra is happy, then, to explore the opportunity to work with Elaine Biagi Tumerand | 
her students to celebrate the 300th anniversary of the death of Henry Purcell.

BAROQUE DANCE 


The return of Charles Il to England brought the French Noble style of dancing to England. The London theatres 


vied for audiences by importing French dancers, as well as Italian castrati. The English court employed 
Monsieur L’Abbé as dancing master. 


Unfortunately, the Feuillet/Beauchamp notation system used for recording dance choreographies was not in 
general use until the year 1700, five years after the death of Henry Purcell. The dance choreographies used in | 


his productions are lost to us today. Purcell composed seventeen dances for the original production of Dido | 
and Aeneas. 


Some of the dances in this evening’s program are taken directly from original sources (jig for 6, Air #1, 
Minuet for 2). The other dances have been choreographed in the style.
